My paperback edition of the Ox- _ 

ford American Dictionary defines ‘‘hero”’ 

as: aman who is admired for his brave or 
noble deeds. 

By that definition—and just about any 
other definition you’re likely to come up 
with—‘‘Dr. Death’’ Steve Williams is a 
genuine hero. 

Last November 29, in the very early 
morning, Williams and fellow wrestler 
Rob Ricksteiner were driving from Hous- 
ton to Alexandria, Louisiana. 

“Rob was driving,”’ Williams said. ‘‘We were on U.S. 
9 going to Alexandria, and frankly, I was sound asleep, 
snoring away. Rob nudged me in the ribs, woke me up, 
and told me to look at the bonfire that was coming up in 
the distance. 

“But it wasn’t a bonfire,’ Williams continued, ‘‘it was 
an automobile accident.” 

Coincidentally, the car right behind the two wrestlers 
was a Louisiana State Police car. The two cars pulled 
over, and within seconds another police car had joined the 
scene. 

An automobile had collided with a pickup truck. The 
two vehicles were engulfed in fire, and flames from the 
car’s gas tanks were shooting 50 feet and more into the 
air. 
“There were three men in the car and two in the 
truck,” Williams said. “Me and Rob went over to the 

So mm car, and we could 
see that the driver 
© was already dead,

away from your body. 

“We pulled the two guys out of the front seat,” Wil- 
liams continued, ‘‘then I had to pull the seat back so Rob 
could get the guy out of the back seat.” 

At that point, Williams and Ricksteiner had to encoun- 
ter another major obstacle: Bullets began zipping past 
their heads. 


“Damn, looking back on it, it was really something,”

Williams said. “There were guns and 
ammo in the pickup, and when the fire 
got to it all, the ammo started flying. It 

was like being in a war zone. We had to 

duck down low so we wouldn’t get hit. I 
didn’t really think about it until later. Me 
and Rob managed to get a good look into 
the pickup truck, but the two guys there 
were burned beyond recognition. It was 
pretty frightening.” 
As Williams explained, ‘‘There were 
police officers there, but they didn’t have 
to ask us to help out. You know, Rob 
says he doesn’t feel like a hero, and neither do I. I’d want 
someone else to help me out if I were in that position. I 
mean, there was just nobody else there who could do 
anything, who could get that door open, We just snatched 
it right off the hinges, it was like an instinct.’ 

Of the five men involved in the accident, only one—a 
20-year-old man—survived. Yet he would also have died 
if not for the bravery of Williams and Ricksteiner. 

Interesting to note is the fact that it took nearly a 
month and a half before anyone at Inside Wrestling 
learned of the incident. 

“Hey, we’re not out there looking to publicize ourselves 
as heroes,” Williams said, ‘‘we just did what we thought 
was right. We never thought about telling anybody. I 
don’t think we’re anything special because of what we 
did.” 

Williams paused a moment. ‘‘You know, though, there 
is one message I would like to get across now, Seeing that 
accident has made me think a lot recently about this. 
Please, everyone, if you’re driving, buckle up those seat 
belts. For God’s sake, please buckle up.”

The controversial title reign of AWA 
World tag team champions Jim Gar- 
vin and Steve Regal didn't last too 
long. Seott Hall and Curt Hennig 
defeated the champions in a 58- 
minute war held in Albuquerque, New 
Mexico (which has just begun hosting 
AWA cards) on January 18. The end 
came with all four.men in the ring, 
after Garvin leaped into the air to avoid 
an accidental collision with his partner: 
An alert Hennig managed to slip a roll- 
ing cradle on the confused Regal for 
the pinfall. AWA fans knew that it 
would only be a matter of time before 
the 6’8”, 290-pound Hall wore a 
championship belt of one sort, and the 
combination ‘of Hall’s strength and 
power with Hennig’s classical scientific 
background make them a team that 
could hold on to the belts for a long 
time to come. As an interesting side- 
light, history will note that six days 
prior to this match, Hall pinned Garvin 
at the 37-second mark in a singles 
match in St. Paul, Minnesota!

only in its irrelevancy.

After Hogan split Savage’s fore- 
head open like a lichee nut, his 
blood mingled with the whole- 
wheat softness of Miss Elizabeth’s 
skin, the crimson flow destroying 
her $5,000 Oscar de la Renta 
black cashmere gown. 

| recall the colors better than 
the match itself. Far more note- 
worthy is what happened after 
Hulk Hogan beat Randy Savage 
blood silly, after Hogan was 
counted out of the ring, and the 
victory, for the second consecu- 
tive month, was awarded to Ran- 
dy Savage. 

Following Savage and Eliza- 
beth’s abrupt exit, Hogan pranced 
about the ring like a camel on 
speed, appealing to the crowd the 
unfairness of the referee’s deci- 
sion. Apparently, and to his credit, 
Hogan was not satisfied that he 
retained his WWF belt, nor was 
he consoled by the roadmap he 
had carved out of Randy Sav- 
age’s face. But what it was that 
he wanted was not easily ascer- 
tained by the capacity crowd. He 
rallied them to cheer, as is his 
ingracious wont, by cupping hand 
monkey-like to ear, and cocking 
his head in moronic askance. 

They cheered. This, after all, 
was not the Harvard class reunion 
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of 1936. But plain cheers would 
not satisfy Hogan on this night. 
The champ, faced as he was with 
the blurring fact of two consecu- 
tive defeats to the same man, 
seemed particularly insecure. To- 
night he would settle for nothing 
less than the fans’ worshipping 
genuflections. 

He remained in the ring for 
four, five, and six minutes after 
his match had ended, bleeding 
the crowd’s enthusiasm like a vo- 
racious, insatiable, pandering 
vampire. The crowd, grown up as 
it has on 30-second commercials 
and two-minute news updates, 
wearied. They grew restless, Ho- 
gan or no Hogan. They went to 
the bathroom and off to the con- 
cession stands. Two fans by me 
sang Rastafarian love songs, 
while a third accompanied them 
on the cowbell. 

Hulk-a-Mania, or what remained 
of that odd genus, died indifferent- 
ly. Several more moments passed 
before Hogan slipped, practically 
unnoticed, through the ropes and 
back to the dressing room. An ig- 
noble exit for the most popular 
wrestler in the world. For the first 
time in months, I’m very anxious

to gauge the reaction Hogan re- 
ceives at next month’s Garden 
card, a lumberjack rematch with 
Randy Savage.

It was a Garden party for Sup- 
erfly Afi, who riveted the fans’ at- 
tention by storming out to the 
throbbing beat of ‘‘Shaft,” then 
twirling his fiery baton with the 
grace of a USC song girl. His op- 
ponent, Ron Shaw, looked on per- 
plexed, as if to say to himself, “I 
should have ordered a Bud 
Light.”” When the lights went on, 
however, and the 22,000-plus dis- 
covered that Superfly Afi was not 
Superfly Jimmy Snuka, the crowd 
booed and howled its disappoint- 
ment. Several chants of ‘‘Snu-ka, 
Snu-ka” gained momentum 
throughout the match, despite a 
credible performance by the veter- 
an Polynesian.

Playing Russian Roulette-And Winning! 


The Russians are 
charging, but the Rock 
‘n’ Rolls are still flying high. 


ICK MORTON AND Robert 

Gibson were engaged in a 
very special form of training drill 
designed to sharpen their reflexes 
and shorten their reaction time in 
tag team matches. 


The two men were in a sparring 
ring, bounding off the ropes in 
criss-cross fashion. At random 
times, subject to the whims of ei- 
ther man, one of them would drop 
to the mat in a face-down posi-

tion. That would be the signal for 
the other to break his momentum 
and execute a somersault over 
his partner, move into the ropes, 
and to rebound and continue the 
criss-crossing. By the time the 
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tumbler returned to mid-ring, the 
man on the mat would be back 
on his feet continuing his criss- 
crossing fram ropes to ropes. 
The drill was being performed 
in five-minute sprints, with an av- 
erage of eight drop-and-somer- 
Sault maneuvers per minute. Mor- 
ton and Gibson were taking 
five-minute breaks between drills. 
At the end of their fourth drill, they 
were exhausted but willing to talk. 
“This is a great exercise,” Rick 
Morton said between gulps of 
breath. Both men were breathing 
heavily, but their eyes were bright 
and they were clearly invigorated 


by the intensity of the workout. — 


“The running builds up our stami- 
na, the tumbling. helps keep our 
gymnastic abilities sharp, and the 
fact that we signal each other ran- 
domly for a tumble is great for our 
reflexes.” 

Robert Gibson smiled and nod- 
ded his head in agreement; large 
beads of perspiration flew through 
the air. 

“Besides,” Morton added, 
“we’ve got the Russians breath- 
ing down out necks. We can’t af- 
ford to let up now for a minute. 
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—

war with the Russians is clearly a 


sore point with him. 

“Look, when Ricky says it’s 
three-on-two,”* Gibson said, “he 
means more than three men 
against two men, he also means 
it's three teams against the two of 


us. Team one: Ivan and Nikita Ko- 
loff. Team two: Ivan Koloff and 
Krusher Khrushchev. Team three: 
Nikita and Khrushchev. It’s like a 
game of Russian roulette. You 
never know which chamber the 
bullet is gonna be in, and we nev- 
er know which team of Russians 
is going to be facing us in the 
ring. In effect, we have to be train- 
ing to face three teams every time 
we know we're going to be de- 
fending our belts against the 
Russians.” 

“The worst of it is that the Rus- 
sians don’t have to submit the 
combination they intend to use to 
the NWA before each match,” 
Morton explained peckishly. “All 
they do when they sign a contract 
is guarantee that two of the three 
of them will be there—they never 
have to say which two, though. 
And sometimes it’s all three of 
them, with the third standing at 
ringside either interfering or 
threatening to interfere, which can 
be dangerously distracting.” 

Morton and Gibson noted that 
they’ve repeatedly complained to 
the NWA about the situation, ar- 
guing that they wouldn’t be, enti- 
tled to substitute a third member 
on a whim in official title de- 


fenses. NWA President Bob 
Geigel, however, continues to 


deny the protest. So, as Morton 
said, they can’t afford to make 
any mistakes. 

“Each pair of Russians has its 
own chemistry and its own pecu- 
liarities,” Gibson observed. “First

Realizing that they are physically over-

off, you have Ivan and Khru- 
shchev. That combination is more 
tactical than any of the others. 
lvan is a great strategist, and 
you've got to guard against unex- 
pected maneuvers and strategies. 
Khrushchev is a far better scientif- 
ic wrestler than he’s given credit 
for.” 

“Then you’ve got Ivan and 
Nikita,” Morton said. “This team 
is tactical, too, but there’s the 
added dangers of Nikita’s raw 
power and the singlemindedness 
that comes from the fact that it’s 
uncle and nephew in_ there 
together.” 

“Nikita and Khrushchev is. the 
most uncommon combination,” 
Gibson said, “but it’s also the 
most powerful. They’ve sprung 
that one on us when they’ve 
thought that they’ve weakened us 
a lot in a previous match, say a 
few days earlier.” 

“A pure power team,” Morton 
said, “but they suffer from a lack 
of speed and tactical smoothness. 
They rely on power and strength. 
But they can pull some surprises 
out of their hats as well.” 

Morton and Gibson toweled the 
sweat from their foreheads and 
climbed back into the sparring 
ring to continue their speed drills. 

“So far, we’ve done all right 
where the Russians are con- 
cerned,” Gibson said, “and we’re 
gonna keep doing all right. This 
training here is going to help, and 
we’re also working on some. new 
finishing maneuvers that should 
be ready for actual match use in 
about a month. Don’t worry ’bout 
us, those belts are here to stay!” 

With that, Gibson yelled “Go!” 
and the Rock ’n’ Rolls began their 
criss-crossing. Morton dropped to 
his stomach after three passes 
across the ring, Gibson deftly 
somersaulted over him, rebound- 
ed off the ropes, and the drill con- 
tinued with a remarkably uncom- 
mon level of intensity and 
excellence.

with exhaustion.<Bloody clumps 
of hair are matted against his head. 
His body, barely able to respond to the 
commands given by his brain, is 
bathed in a repulsive mixture of sweat 
and blood. 

Randy Savage’s eyes also reflect 
complete exhaustion. His manager, 
Elizabeth, stands by ringside; she looks 
more worried with every passing sec- 
ond of the match. Savage’s body, like 
Hogan’s, is bloody and sweaty. 

Hogan and Savage. Matter and anti- 
matter. When they mix, the result is an 
explosion of cataclysmic proportions. 
Indeed, this latest match between the 
two men has been characterized by a 
level of violence uncommon to any 
wrestling match, much less a Hulk Ho- 
gan title defense. 


Hogan and Savage lock up in 
midring. The Hulkster peppers his op- 
ponent’s head with a stinging series of 
closed-fist blows. Savage is dazed, and 
Hogan catapults himself into the ropes, 
rebounds, and hurls himself in the air 
for a well-directed elbowsmash. Sav- 
age, dazed but cognizant, manages to 
roll himself out of the way. Hogan’s 


elbow collides with the mat, sending. 


burning messages of pain up his arm 
and through his body. 

In a superhuman effort, Savage 
scrambles to the top rope. Before Ho- 
gan can realize what is happening, the 
Macho Man delivers a flying elbow- 
smash to Hogan’s ribs. The champion 
is writhing in utter pain. For the first 
time in the match, Elizabeth smiles. 

Savage seizes the moment. He hooks 
the leg and goes for the pinfall. At the 


2%-count, Hogan kicks out and 
20,000 fans cheer insanely, But Hogan 
is still dazed. Savage moves in for an- 
other pin, but Hogan kicks out again. 
Hogan jumps to his feet, rebounds off 
the ropes, and prepares to deliver a 
stinging legdrop, BUT—as Hogan hits 
the ropes, Elizabeth, out of sight of 
the referee, trips him up from ringside. 
Hogan is on his back, dazed and dis- 
oriented. Savage covers Hogan for the 
pinfall, hooks the leg, and the referee 
slaps the mat. 

Hogan kicks out, but it’s too late: 
Randy Savage is the new WWF heavy- 
weight champion. Hulk Hogan is now 
merely one name on a long list of 
championship contenders. Hulkamania 
is no more.

The above scenario is not so far- 
fetched. Indeed, there are certain odds- 
makers who are saying that there’s a 
50-50 chance Savage will become the 
new WWE champion between the time 
this story is written and the time this 
magazine reaches your newsstand. 

Never before in the history of Hulk 
Hogan’s WWF title reign has there 
been so much furor surrounding a 
challenger to his title. But never before 
has there been a challenger with the 
fire, determination, and capability of 
Savage. 

If Hogan can turn back Savage’s 
title challenges, then he may truly be 
the most invincible man in the sport. 

But what if he can’t? What if Ho- 
gan fails and Randy Savage becomes 
the new WWF champion? What 
would this mean to wrestling? Let’s do 
some speculation in several major 
categories: 

The media attention: With Savage as 
' WWE champion; there are two ways 
the media might turn: 

(1) All the attention currently lav- 
ished upon Hogan would be directed 
toward Savage and Elizabeth. They 
would be placed under enormous pres- _ 
sure to make personal appearances. If 
the media focused its attention on the 
beautiful Elizabeth, Savage could be- 
come very resentful and jealous, which 
could lead to an eventual split. A perti-

BARRY WINDHAM?

him, Lex Lugar had main rival 
Barry Windham quaking with 
the unnatural fear of nightmares. 
Can Windham defy the mysterious 
strongman in real life and regain 
his confidence? Or is this the 
end of Barry Windham? 


HE TAPE WAS playing itself 

over in a lolling, hypnotic ca- 
dence when it was shattered by the 
loud. and whining crash of glass 
and steel. Black helmeted soldiers, 
their faces ugly twisted facades of 
flesh, stormed into the room and 
grabbed the sleeping figure from 
the bed. Before he could react or 
scream, the soldiers slapped a dark 
hood over his head and drew it 
tight. Sharp gun butts speared him 
and one was cracked over his fore- 
head, sending him back to muddled 
unconsciousness. 

He awoke in a harshly lit, cavern- 
ous room whose gray walls climbed 
infinitely into the air. His hood had 
been replaced by a gangling mesh 
screen that dizzied the landscape. 
He felt sick. A flash of light caught 
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his attention and he turned reluc- 
tantly toward it. Out of the light 
walked a muscular apparition. It 
moved with hostile grace, dipping 
in and out of the light with a speed 
that made it untrackable. . His 
straps vanished and he rose from 
his chair. The apparition ap- 
proached, muscles screaming, 
grabbed for him, and yanked his 
arm from -the socket. A, scream

watched the apparition chew the 
bloody limb. 

Barry Windham awoke, bathed in 
sweat, and instinctively groped for 
his left arm. It was still there. It 
was always still there, although af- 
ter a similar dream last week, panic 
set in when his foot fell asleep and 
he was sure he had lost it. Wind- 
ham’s garish nightmares of dis- 
memberment and mutilation had 
lasted for two weeks. Last week he 
finally identified the burly appari- 
tion as Lex Lugar and since then 
the dreams had grown more lurid 
and violent. 

The results never varied. Wind- 
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ham was always caught off-guard, 
listening to music, sometimes read- 
ing a book. The dreams always left 
him with the disquieting sensation 
that his fate was predetermined, 
that all his strength and experi- 
ence, his fierce pride, his heritage 
was useless to the challenge of Lex 
Lugar. 

His sense in the rightness of 
things was being undermined. ‘‘| 
am scared of no man, certainly not 
a rookie like Lex Lugar,’’ Windham 
scrupulously maintains, but his 
brother, Kendall, offers a differing 
explanation. 

“Barry and | went late one night 
to the arena to practice some 
moves, but when we got there, Lu- 
gar and Hiro Matsuda were in the 
ring working out. While we hadn't 
planned it this way, it was obvious 
that this was an opportunity to 
study Lugar and Matsuda during a

training session. 

“‘We took seats behind the cur- 
tain, within earshot of both men, 
although it was very difficult under- 
standing what Matsuda’ was saying. 
Then we realized that he was 
speaking Japanese. They were out- 
side the ring. Matsuda annointed 
Lugar’s head with oil, barked out 
some kind of ritualistic gibberish 
and pointed Lugar toward the ring. 

“All of a sudden, Lugar’s chest 
begins to heave violently up and 
down. He lets out this tremendous 
whoop—! swear, it scared the holy 
bejesus out of me—he puts his 
mitts on the ring apron and begins 
to strain. 

‘Barry whispers to me that he’s 
doing isometrics. Y’know, straining 
muscles against each’ other or 
against an immovable object, when 
the ring starts to move. Now the 
ring in Tampa is made of rein- 


an athletic standpoint, this brewing feud is the best in the Florida area in years. 
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forced steel and must weigh close 
to a ton—and Lugar is moving it. 
- “Tl turn to look at Barry and he’s 
staring at Lugar with his mouth 
wide open. I’ve never seen Barry 
look so awed in my life. The 
dreams started happening soon af- 
ter that.’’ 

It’s the nature of men named 
Mulligan and Windham to be fear- 
less. Blackjack Mulligan ap- 
proached every match with a luna- 
tic’s determination. This could be 
it, he’d say, it’s either kill or be 
killed. So it is with his oldest son. 
Or did that abandon die with the 
emergence of Lex Lugar? When 
dreams of destruction began their 
steady paralysis of Windham’s 
nerve. 

Except for Kendall and Barry’s 
lucky glimpse of their workout that 
night, Lugar’s training sessions are 
complete mysteries. Matsuda will 
only say that they ‘‘aid in concen- 
tration." Lugar’s increased concen- 
tration has allowed him to capture 
the Southern championship with 
ease. : 
“It's largely a matter of nutri- 
tion,’’ the manager said vaguely 
and dismissed all further questions. 

Lex Lugar bides his time with a 
patient eye. His first several ap- 
pearances before the media were 
marked by a reluctance to speak, 
let alone boast. Now, perhaps sens- 
ing the imminent collapse of his 
biggest rival, Lugar resembles the 
cocksure certainty of a former 
Southern champion, Rick Rude. 

‘School is in session,’’ he says 
slyly. “I’m a student-teacher. What 
Matsuda teaches me, | practice on 
my opponents. | never realized how 
powerful a man | was. His tech- 
niques have made me a Killer. 
There isn’t a man in the world who 
can budge me. Blackjerk Mulligan 
is going to have one less son after 
I’m through with Barry Windham. 

“| know Windham’s frightened. | 
can smell it.”’

T IS SAID that hell hath no fury 

like a woman scorned. If that state- 
ment is true, then Tully Blanchard’s 
life will soon become a living hell. 

When Blanchard launched his search 
for the “Perfect 10” in late 1984, few 
could have anticipated that his ideal 
* woman would be Baby Doll, the for- 
mer valet of Blanchard’s Texas nem- 
esis, Gino Hernandez. 

The two quickly became inseparable. 
Just as quickly, Baby Doll established 
a reputation for interfering in matches 
that was unparalleled by any valet in 
wrestling. 

At the July 6, 1985, Great American 
Bash card, Dusty Rhodes won a cage 
match with Tully, capturing Blan- 
chard’s NWA TV title and gaining the 
services of Baby Doll for 30 days. 
During that time, Baby Doll stole 
Rhodes’ credit cards and ran up a 
huge bill with a vacation in Hawaii. 

In December, Baby Doll attempted 
much the same thing, this time travel- 
ing to Acapulco with a ticket she said 
was from Blanchard. Confronting her 
on television, Blanchard said he never 
gave Baby Doll a ticket, that she in 
fact stole his money for the vacation. 
He then began slapping her. Rhodes 
stormed the interview area and saved 
her from a potentially severe beating. 

Later that same day, Ric Flair and 
Blanchard engineered a double-team

beating of Rhodes. This time, Baby 
Doll rushed to Dusty’s aid, beating on 
Tully. After Magnum T.A. helped 
break up the melee, Baby Doll left the 
ring area with Rhodes, later saying that 
nobody will ever again treat her the 
way Blanchard treated her, and that 
she was going to stay with Rhodes. 

Baby Doll now travels everywhere 
with Rhodes, and Blanchard is in- 
censed by the situation. Inside Wres- 
tling is fortunate to be able to bring 
the former wrestler-valet combination 
of Blanchard and Baby Doll together 
to discuss recent events... “‘One on 
One.” 


TULLY BLANCHARD: 
You’re looking good, Baby Doll. 
I see you’ve gone on the Dusty 


Rhodes seafood diet. Whenever 
you see food, you eat it. Are 
those really your legs, or did a 
cell block of cellulite escape from 


jail? 

BABY DOLL: 
**A cell block of cellulite.’ Gee, 
Tully, that’s really intelligent.

conducts interviews he sincerely 


believes in the superiority of the 


Soviet system. But | believe there 
are personal moments when he 
thinks about the beauty of Ameri- 
ca and its guarantees of freedom. 
He’s an intelligent man and has 
to be aware that the greatness of 
the country he denounces is his 
right to be able to denounce it, 
beat up on those who support it, 
and still be paid enough money to 
buy an expensive home and drive 
a sparkling new Cadillac. 

| decided to pay a visit to Khru- 
shchev after a discussion | had 
with Eddie Ellner and Craig Pe- 
ters. Days before, Eddie had inter- 
viewed Krusher for a “Q & A” in 
our sister magazine, The Wrestler, 
He, too, had detected a degree of 
self-doubt in Khrushchev's an- 
swers. “Expounding on the vir- 
tues of communism and the defi- 
ciencies of the Amercian culture, 
he sounded extremely sure of 
himself,” Eddie told me. “But 
there was one part of the inter- 
view in which he spoke about 
how his relationship with his fa- 
ther deteriorated after he had 
changed his allegiance. His eyes 
welled up and his voice softened 
a bit. He had to gather himself 
before he could go on with the 
rest of the interview.” 

For that short moment, he had 
become a Darsow—an Ameri- 
can—again. 

Craig Peters offered an interest- 
ing analogy. ‘‘Krusher Khrushchev 
is going through the same mental 
torment that Mr. Spock went 
through on Star Trek.” 

Half human and half Vulcan, 
Spock was determined to call 
himself Vulcan, living strictly by 
the code of logic and suppressing 
any human emotionalism. Al- 
though it was not apparent to ev- 
erybody with whom he came in 
contact, those closest to him 
knew that he was fighting a con-

stant mental battle to keep his hu- 
man half from surfacing. 

Khrushchev, for now, is winning 
the battle (or losing it, depending 
on your perspective). But | think 
there is hope for the man. When | 
visited him, it was Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s birthday, and he was 
watching a tribute to the black 
leader on TV. He wouldn’t talk to 
me until it was over. He was 
showing obvious admiration for a 
man who used the American sys- 
tem to improve life for his people 
and in the process made the 
country a better place to live for 
all of us. In his interview, Eliner 
accused Khrushchev of taking the 
coward’s -way out by dumping 
America, rather than try to make it 
a better place. Krusher laughed 
off the question. His admiration of 
Martin Luther King is an obvious 
contradiction. It’s that kind of con- 
tradiction that indicates to me that 
there remains some hope. 

Of course, you have to look far 
beneath the surface to see any 
softness in his rugged Soviet ex- 
terior. But if outsiders can detect 
it, | have to assume that the Ko-

loffs must have detected it as 
well. The relationship between 
Khrushchev and the Koloffs is 
crucial to any change that might 
occur. | don’t think Ivan and Nikita 
ever trusted Krusher 100 percent. 
He’s always been the the “third 
Russian,” the odd man out. It is 
particuarly baffling to me that the 
Koloffs enlisted the services of 
Baron Von Raschke when they 
could have gone on as a pair until 
Khrushchev recovered. The six- 
man title doesn’t seem very im- 
portant to them, anyway. 

As he did in The Wrestler inter- 
view, Khrushchev vehemently de- 
nied that there was any possibility 
that he would change his attitude 
toward America. Spock, though, 


would tell Dr. McCoy that he was 


incapable of experiencing human 
emotions.

nent question: Does Savage have the 
personality to handle the kind of me- 
dia attention that Hogan has thus far 
enjoyed? 

(2) The media would still concentrate 
on Hogan as the number one personal- 
ity in the WWF. This would make 
Savage more jealous than ever. But it 
might also devalue the worth of the 
WWE title—after all, lavishing atten- 
tion ‘on the WWF champion is one 
thing; lavishing attention on a contend- 
er is something else again. 

The title picture: The WWF current- 
ly balks at offering fan favorites title 
matches against Hogan. With Savage 
as champion, a massive scramble for 
contention spots would ensue. It is 
likely that in the rush for the number 
one contender’s position, several ugly 
feuds might result. It is equally likely 
that men whose careers are relatively 
stagnant in the WWF would find 
themselves in the thick of title 
contention. 

And fans would begin thinking 
about the next changing of the guard: 
Would Hogan be favored to regain the 
title, or would the fans rally behind

Rick Steamboat? Or Paul Orndorff? 
Or Junkyard Dog? Or Hillbilly Jim? 
Or Tito Santana? 

The Hulkster himself: Hogan would, 
of course, be entitled to a series of 
rematches. But let’s assume for a mo- 
ment that he fails in his rematches and 
Savage maintains a firm grip on the 
title. What happens to Hogan’s stature 
as a media celebrity? What about the 
merchandising industry that has been 
built up around Hogan as WWE 
champion? Would that industry col- 
lapse, or would Hogan continue to 
maintain his popularity despite his sta- 
tus as challenger? 

And what would that status as chal- 
lenger do to Hogan himself? Is his 
personality strong enough to handle a 
loss of the belt? Every fibre of Ho- 
gan’s being is tied up in_ his 
title reign; what happens when the title 
is taken away? Hogan might become

stronger than ever, drawing on the 


support of his fans to regain the title at 
any cost. Or the loss might shock his 
personality to the degree that he might 
revert to his rulebreaking personality 
that was guided by Fred Blassie some 
years ago. 

The Savage question: There is no 
doubt that the man who wears the 
WWE heavyweight belt sets the tone 
for the entire federation. Think back 
to the reigns of Bruno Sammartino 
and Bob Backlund. The personality of 
the WWE itself was intrinsically tied to 
the personality of those men during 
their respective reigns. And certainly 
the same can be said of Hulk Hogan’s 
reign thus far. 

What kind of tone might Savage set 
for the WWF? The Macho Man is a 
massive egotist, to be sure. Certainly, 
he covets the massive media attention 
that Hogan enjoys, but the question is: 
Does the media attend Hogan because 
he is WWF champion or because he is 
Hogan? Savage might not like the an- 
swer to that question, and the predom- 
inant tone in the WWF would become 
one of jealousy and anger rather than 
championship excellence and celebrity.

ams wanted, he became Adams’ 
first real enemy in the World 
Class area. 

As a result of Adams’ feud with 
Garvin, he acquired the services 
of Sunshine. After a few months, 
Adams claimed she was _ unreli- 
able and fired her. 

Adams’ former valet, friend, 
and —_confidant--Sunshine—had 
become his next enemy. 

After Adams fired Sunshine, he 
took on Gary Hart as his manager 
to help him “escape from the 
shadow of the Von Erichs.” A 
brutal feud with Kevin and Kerry 
erupted, and their war lasted 
nearly two years. 

Adams’ closest friends when he 
entered the World Class area— 
the Von Erichs—had joined the 
enemies list: 

Within a few months, Adams 
fired Gary Hart due to a contro- 
versy that took place in an “I 
Quit”” match. A feud between Hart 
and Adams resulted, with Hart 
sending several members of his 
stable to wage war with Chris. 

Adams’ former manager had 
become yet another name on the 
growing list of anti-Adams forces 
in the World Class area. 

In 1985, Adams joined forces 
with Gino Hernandez to forge a 
tag team that quickly became 
known as “The Dynamic Duo.” 
The combination of Adams and 
Hernandez captured the World 
Class tag team belts, but a rift 
developed between the two men 
on Christmas night 1985, and a 
feud seems imminent. 

Adams’ former tag team part- 
ner had become still another indi- 
vidual with whom he was at odds. 

A valet. A family of close 
friends. A manager. A champion- 
ship tag team partner. The World 
Class fans themselves. All had 
been inseparable to Chris Adams 
at one point in his life, and all had 


become his sworn enemies. 
.Now Adams stands alone, a 
man without friends or allies. Ev- 
erywhere he turns, he sees an 
enemy. Everywhere he turns he 
sees someone who would sleep 
soundly should the “Gentleman” 
be removed permanently from the 
sport. 

And the future? 

“The future for Adams is that 
he’s gonna have those British 
dimples shoved so far down his 
throat that they'll grace his other 
pair of cheeks,” Hernandez told 
Inside Wrestling. “‘Look, Adams is 
a self-serving opportunistic pain in 
the can. He only looks out for 
himself, never anyone else. | 
thought | could trust him, but he 
turned on me. Me! His tag team 
partner! And let me tell you some- 
thing, he sure as hell deserves 
what's coming to him, as far as 
I’m concerned!” 

The majority of editors at /nside 
Wrestling agree with Hernandez. 

“Anyone who has ever extend- 
ed their hand to Adams in friend- 
ship has gotten a slap in the face 
and a superkick on the chin for 
his trouble,’’ observed Senior Edi- 
tor Bill Apter. 

“Adams has reached a point in 
his career where he’s got to have 
some sense knocked into him,” 
noted Associate Editor Craig Pe- 
ters. “‘He’s like a spoiled kid. 
Somebody does something he 
doesn't like, he throws a tantrum 
and starts a feud. He’s got to 
grow up.” 

“It's Adams alone against ev- 
eryone in the World Class area 
right now,” Managing Editor Stu 
Saks said. “I can’t think of any- 
one who would team with him on 
a regular basis, or who would 
even run into the ring to bail him 
out if he should get into some
